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REPORT FOR JANUARY. 


During the month of January there were received at the Library, by purchase, 
542 volumes and 322 pamphlets, and by gift, 2,016 volumes and 2,469 pamphlets. 

There were catalogued 5,511 volumes and 3,162 pamphlets, for which purpose 
16,634 cards and 1,182 slips for the printer were written. 

The following table shows the number of readers, and the number of volumes 
consulted, in both the Astor and Lenox Branches of the Library, also the number 
of visitors to the Print Department of the Lenox, during the month:

On Wednesday, January 30th, the Board of Estimate and Apportionment of the 
City of New York, upon the recommendation of the Mayor and Controller, 


- authorized the issue of corporate stock of the City to the amount of $2,850,000 for 


the purpose of construction of the new building. 

A plaster model of the new building (made by Messrs. Lostis & Neumann) has 
been on exhibition in the Governor’s room in the City Hall for the last month. 
With the approval of the Park Commission, the model has been removed to the 
exhibition of the Architectural League, which opens at the Fine Arts building, 215 
West 57th Street, on February 16th. This exhibition is to be continued until 
March 9th; the model will then be put on exhibition at the Lenox branch of the 
Library; later it may be sent to the Pan-American Exposition at Buffalo. The 
exhibitions at the Architectural League rooms and at the Lenox will give the 
public an excellent opportunity to view the model. 

The most important recent accession to the Library is that of a collection of 
Japanese prints, as indicated by the following letter of Mr. Charles Stewart Smith: | 
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‘* To the Board of Trustees of 
“* the New York Public Library: 


““ GENTLEMEN; 

‘«T enclose herewith a printed catalogue of a collection of Japanese Engravings and Chromo Xylo- 
graphs comprising 1,763 plates contained in 35 albums, which fairly represent this branch of Japanese 
Art in the 17th, 18th and roth Centuries. I obtained this collection while on a visit to Japan some eight 
years since, from Captain Brinkly, an early resident of Japan and a well known and intelligent collector 
and authority on Japanese Art. Captain Brinkly, who made the catalogue, told me that he commenced 
to form this collection some thirty-eight years ago; as he speaks and reads the Japanese language 
fluently, the catalogue is no doubt substantially correct. 

‘‘T ask your acceptance of this collection without conditions, except that my name may be perma- 
nently connected with it, and that it may be under the supervision of the Director of the Library dis~ 
played in such manner as shall be satisfactory to my good friend, S. P. Avery, Esq., or to his son, S. P. 
Avery, Jr. 

“TJ may add that Dr. Billings and Mr. Avery have seen the collection above referred to, and that I 
have offered to those gentlemen, to loan for exhibition, a collection of original Japanese Pen and Ink 
Drawings and Water Colors.

Among the artists represented in this gift are: Hokusai, 344 pictures; Suzuki 
Harunobu, 295 pictures; Gakutei Sakaoka, 26 pictures; Utamaro, 169 pictures; 
Koriusai, 45 pictures; Hokkei, 45 pictures. 

The chromo-xylographs include some special series: one of twelve pictures rep- 
resents the operations of sericulture: another consists of 52 portraits of celebrated 
Japanese authors; another of twenty scenes in Utamaro’s Yoshiwara. 

Among the uncolored material are Hokusai’s ‘‘ Hundred views of Fujiyama” 
and his Kyoka-hyaku-nin-Isshu (representing literary celebrities). 


The Board of Trustees of the Library at the meeting on February 13, 1901, 
adopted the following resolutions concerning this gift: 

‘* Resolved, That the Board of Trustees of the New York Public Library accept 
with great satisfaction Mr. Charles Stewart Smith’s gift of the Collection of 
Japanese Engravings and Chromo-Xylographs, described in his letter, now read 
to the Board, upon the conditions therein set forth; and that the thanks of the 
Board be conveyed to Mr. Smith for this very valuable gift, which is welcome not 
only on account of its intrinsic value, but also as evidence of Mr. Smith’s interest 
in the development of the Library. 

‘* Resolved, That Mr. Smith’s letter be spread at length upon the minutes; that 
the Library Committee be instructed to take steps to cause the prints included in 
this gift to be marked with a stamp reading: 


‘THE CHARLES STEWART SMITH COLLECTION,’ 
and that the Director be instructed to arrange, in consultation with Mr. Avery, 
for a proper display of the collection.” 


An exhibit of these prints will be made at the Lenox Building, to succeed the 


present exhibit of charters, maps, views, etc., relating to the history of New York 
City. : 


This New York City exhibition, as announced in the BuLLETIN for January, 
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was opened on the arst. 


It includes about 433 pieces, which occupy fifty-two 
show-cases. 


Interesting material for it was loaned by the Controller of New York, 
the City Clerk and Corporation, Hon. John D. Crimmins, Mr. William Loring 
Andrews, Hon. John Boyd Thacher, Mr. E. D. Church, Gen. James Grant Wilson, 
Mr. J. H. Innes, and the Bank of Manhattan Company. The exhibition will be 
continued until the middle of March. 

Other important gifts during the month were as follows: From Mrs. William 
Butler Duncan, 4 rare books, including ‘‘Synonima magistri Johannis de garlandia,”’ 
London, 1510, printed by Wynkyn de Worde, St. Austen’s Manual, printed at 
London, 1574, by John Daye, and a volume containing 42 royal decrees relating to 
the French colonies in America, 1698-1746; from Mr. W. F, Allen, the Manager of 
the National Railway Publication Company, a valuable collection of original 
letters, manuscripts, circulars and pamphlets, containing a complete history of the 
movement which resulted in the adoption of Standard Time by the railroads of the 
United States in November, 1883. The plan adopted was proposed by Mr. Allen, 
and this collection comprises the letters to him on the subject, copies of letters 
written by him, as well as 82 pamphlets and other printed material relating to it. 
From Major S. T. Armstrong were received 3 volumes, 20 pamphlets, relating to 
the Philippine Islands, also 6 menus; from S, P. Avery, 7 volumes, relating to art, 
and 165 prints; from the Belgian Minister of the Interior and Public Instruction, 
175 volumes and 34 pamphlets; from Mrs. Sarah H. Emerson, 54 volumes and 
30 pamphlets; from the Evening Post, 66 volumes and 30 pamphlets; from the 
Mayor of Genoa, 9 volumes and 6 pamphlets; from the Topographical Bureau 
of New York City, 3 maps and 2 pamphlets—the maps being lithographic 
copies of the Map of the City exhibited at the Paris Exposition; from the New 
York Tribune, tog volumes and 116 pamphlets; from Hon. R. P. Porter, 874 
volumes and 399 pamphlets— government documents and reports relating to 
tariff and free trade; from the Queensland Legislative Council, 160 volumes, being 
documents of Queensland; from the Brazil National Library, 34 volumes, 39 
pamphlets and 12 maps; from Mr. C. H. Russell, 4 volumes and 36 pamphlets, 
chiefly government documents; from the Public Library, Museum and Art Gallery 
of South Australia, 22 volumes and ro pamphlets, chiefly documents of South 
Australia.
